Illinois Feeders Hurt by Local Yards. 

From the standpoint of Illinois farmers, 
the establishment of small stockyards or lo- 
cal live stock sales agencies throughout the 
various districts of the state may eventually 
work a loss to live stock producers, accord- 
ing to a statement of the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association. 

“The recent movement on the part of a 
few private interests to encourage the build- 
ing and operation of local stock yards sales 
agencies,” states Wm. E. Hedgcock, director 
of the live stock marketing department of 
the state Farm Bureau, “will brIng about 
the disabling or wrecking of local co-opera- 
tive shipping associations, and a general de- 
cline may be expected in our large terminal 
markets and producers’ commission associ- 
ations.” 

If the live stock which is delivered to the 
small stock yards, Director Hedgecock points 
out, is purchased by local speculators and 
forwarded to the large terminal markets, 
which is highly probable, it means that a 
large number of the farmers would pay 
two selling commissions, two yardage 
charges, two feed bills and perhaps an ad- 
ditional freight cost. This in itself means 
that the farmers would receive less for their 
live stock than they would have received if 
it had gone direct to the larger market. 

“Other problems confronting the farmer 
who chooses to market his live stock through 
the small stock yards,” Mr. Hedgcock states, 


“are scarcity of buyers, an absence of buy- 
ing competition and the lack of packing fa- 
cilities at the local stock yards which would 
require shipping to distant points for 
slaughter. On the small yards there is the 
danger that only one or two buyers will be 
represented. 

“The live stock producer must remember 
that in order to have a good outlet for his 
product he must have active competitive 
buyers present at the sale. He must also 
bear in mind that if the co-operative com- 
mission companies have a large bulk of the 
live ‘stock in their control they will be in a 
better position to deal with the buyers than 
they would have if the live stock were in the 
control of a large number of small commis- 
sion companies.” 

The price to the farmers, it is pointed out, 
depends upon the ratio of buyers to sellers. 
Under the local stock yards movement, Mr. 
Hedgecock believes, the farmers in the com- 
munity will be at the mercy of so few buy- 
ers that their returns for live stock will be 
decidedly reduced.—American Farm Bureau 
Weekly.

. unty The champion load topped the sale of cattle at $15.60 and 
the first prize heavy load which were Aberdeen-Angus topped the 
cattle of the division. There were 654 Aberdeen-Angus, 413 Here- 
fords, 237 Shorthorns and 275 mixed cattle. By their performance 
in this show the Aberdeen-Angus cattle have made a host of friends 
in Kentucky and other Southern states. 

Starting off the show the Aberdeen-Angus scored first and 
second in the classes for cattle weighing over 1100 pounds. These 
two loads were shown by Bottorff Brothers of Oldhan County, Ky. 
These men have been regular patrons since the beginning of the 
show. In the classes for cattle weighing under 1100 pounds Aber- 
deen-Angus were third. In the Junior Club division Aberdeen-An- 
gus calves won first and second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, 
ninth, tenth, and all the others to fifteenth. Aberdeen-Angus won 
four of the $50 prizes for best five head from carlot shown by Club 
Members. In the Smith-Hughes section the champion steer was 
an Aberdeen-Angus yearling. He sold for $16 a hundred which 
was third highest single steer price of the sale. ; 

The day following the show the sale was started off with the 
grand champion steer, which brought $1.20 per pound. Next fol- 
lowed the grand champion carload, which was Aberdeen-Angus. 
They brought $15.60 which was the highest priced carload. They 
wighed an average of 914 pounds and brought $142.64 per head. 
The first prize load of heavy cattle which were doddies brought 
$15.25 which was several dollars higher than any other load of 
heavies brought. ; ; 

County Agent C. E. Houk who has been stationed in Garrad 
County for the past six years has been tirelessly working for the 
improvement of the live stock in his section. Under his direction 
Garrard County has been represented at each of the four shows 
held in Louisville. This year his baby beef club members fed 162 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus calves for the show. Of that number 
six carloads or 96 head were good enough to enter into competi- 
tion. Besides winning first in the club section and grand cham- 
pion carload of the show Garrard County won 4th, 6th, 9th, 13th 
and 14th prizes out of fifteen placings. This success was remark- 
ably good considering the fact that 31 carloads were showing 
against them. Not only did Garrard score well in the carlot classes 
but when the groups of five head of calves from carloads were 
shown club members from this county won three of them. 

On individual steers, V. A. Leer, Jr., of Garrard County won 
second place on his pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. His calf gave the 
Shorthorn which was later made grand champion a hard fight for 
first honors. On this highly fitted calf he won the championship 
for the breed and a pure bred bull calf as a prize. In addition to 
that he won the silver medal offered by the Institute of American 
Meat Packers for showing the best bred Aberdeen-Angus calf in 
the show. In the individual steer class Sanford Bourne of Garrard 
County was 2nd and Paul Rich 3rd. 


Raymond Bottom won the registered bull calf presented by A. 
B. Sawyer, Jr., St. Matthews, Kentucky, for best Aberdeen-Angus 
steer or heifer, open to Smith-Hughes students. 

So well pleased were the boys and girls who fed Aberdeen- 
Angus calves this year many of them have already purchased calves 
to feed in the club next year. Hundreds of other boys and girls 
are looking for calves to feed and Aberdeen-Angus breeders who 
have them to sell should get in touch with M. S. Garside care the 
College of Agriculture, Lexington, Kentucky. Mr. Garside has 
helped to build the club work up in Kentucky from seven counties 
with seven loads and 164 calves in 1921 to sixteen counties with thir- 
ty-one loads and 606 calves this year. He will be glad to hear from 
anyone having good pure bred calves to sell at reasonable prices.

Broad- 
ly speaking, the history of the ranch cattle 
industry in Oklahoma is merely a part of 
the history of a much larger movement— 
that of the conquest of 
the American wilderness. 


reservations as long as there were plenty of 
buffalo to be found, a potential supply of 
food, clothing, and shelter. But by 1880 the 
buffalo had almost entirely disappeared and 
after that date it was comparatively easy 
to keep the Indians upon reservations where 
they were fed by the Government of the 
United States. Thus the destruction of the 
buffalo herds not only opened up a vast pas- 
toral region by leaving the grass formerly 
consumed by these animals for cattle, but it 
also made it possible for the ranchmen to 
occupy that region with some degree of 
safety, since the Indians could then be con- 
trolled and kept upon their own lands. 
Even so, it would have been impossible 
for the ranching industry te have grown to 
such great proportions so rapidly, because 
enough animals could not have been found 
to stock these enormous new ranges, had 
there not existed in the Southwest a great 


This movement has been 
characterized by the ap- 
pearance of various Suc- 
cessive stages of society, 
that of the hunter, the 
herder, and the pioneer 
farmer. The significant 
thing is that Oklahoma 
has passed through all of 
these stages within a sin- 
gle generation, owing . to 
the fact that Oklahoma 
was a region of retarded 
development, since it was 
an Indian territory in 
which white settlement 
was for a long time for- 
bidden. 

Cattle ranching as a 
frontier pursuit has exist- 
ed in America since early 
colonial days. Once agri- 
cultural settlement was 
firmly planted along the 
Atlantic seaboard and be- 
gan its march westward 
across the continent, push- 
ing before it the broken 


of the war they found their ranges over- 
flowing with fine fat cattle for which they 
had no market though cattle and beef were 
selling at high prices in the North. 

Out of this condition grew the so-called 
“northern drive.” Early in 1866 many Tex- 
as ranchmen gathered up herds of fat steers 
and drove them northward in an effort to 
reach market. Finding it almost impossible 
to drive cattle through the settled regions 
that must be traversed in order to reach 
Kansas City or St. Louis, they soon began 
to keep to the west of all settlements and 
bring their herds to shipping points on the 
railroads building westward through Kansas 
and Nebraska, which came to be known as 
“cow towns.” Here the cattle were loaded 
on cars and shipped to the northern or east- 
ern markets. 

It is estimated that between five and six 
million head of cattle were driven north 
from Texas during the 18 
years following the Civil 
War, and it seems prob- 
able that this estimate is 
too low. The fat animals 
were shipped to the pack- 
ing centers to be slaught- 
ered; others were sent in- 
to the corn belt where they 
were fed corn for from 60 
to 120 days before being 
consigned to the packers. 
Also, it was not long until 
the possibilities of the 
northern ranges were dis- 
covered, with the result 
that the drive to Abilene, 
Wichita, or Dodge City 
frequently became but the 
first part of a longer drive 
to Dakota, Montana, or 
Wyoming. It was found 
that both the northern and 
southern plains had their 
advantages. Texas, be- 
cause of the low altitude 
and warm climate, remain- 
ed the great breeding 
ground, while the northern 
plains became the great 


fragments of various In- 

dian tribes, there was al- 

ways to be found along its 
western edge a comparatively narrow rim 
or border of pastoral life. For a century 
and more it was there, pushed on steadily 
west as agricultural settlement advanced, a 
sort of “twilight zone” with the light of 
civilization behind it and the darkness of 
savagery before. It is one of the most re- 
markable things in American economic his- 
tory, however, that immediately after the 
Civil War this comparatively narrow belt of 
pastoral life, hitherto fairly constant in 
width and area, suddenly shot out into the 
wilderness and spread with remarkable rap- 
iditv until it covered a region larger than 
all that part of the United States east of 
the Mississippi devoted to agriculture. 

Among the factors chiefly responsible for 
this sudden and enormous expansion of the 
industry were the slaughter of the buffale, 
thus leaving vast areas of excellent pasture 
lands entirely without animals to consume 
the grass; and the gathering up of the plains 
tribes of Indians and the placing of them 
upon reservations in Oklahoma and else- 
where, 

The last was somewhat dependent upon 
the former. It was virtually impossible to 
keep the roving tribes of the Plains upon

reservoir from which they might be drawn 
—the State of Texas. That Commonwealth, 
with an area greater than the combined 
areas of the thirteen original States, was an 
ideal region for cattle raising. Climate, 
soil, and the land system. all combined to 
make this true. The winters were usually 
mild so that cattle kept fat upon the open 
range throughout the year; the soil usually 
produced a good quality of grass, while the 
system inherited from Spain of granting out 
lands in large tracts had made Texas a re- 
gion of large landed proprietors, most of 
whom had herds of cattle. 

During the four years of the Civil War 
Texas remained the least touched of any 
Southern state by that struggle. While the 
armies of Sherman were laying waste a 
broad strip through Georgia and the Caro- 
linas, while the border states were being de- 
vastated bv the troops of both sides, and 
while the fields of the Cotton Kingdom were 
lving fallow for want of laborers to till 
them, the cattle herds of Texas remained 
undisturbed and were increasing rapidly un- 
der the favorable conditions surrounding 
them. The result was that when the Texas 
soldiers returned to their homes at the close 


feeding ground; many 
men held ranges in both 
regions. As time went on 
the ranch cattle industry grew in popularity. 
Ranching became almost a fad. Young col- 
lege men from the East, as the late Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, to quote a conspicuous ex- 
ample, came West and engaged in the busi- 
ness. Foreign capitalists invested heavily 
in ranching ventures, and a number of these, 
such as Baron Richtofen and the Marquis of 
Mores, came over from Europe and gave 
their personal attention to the business. A 
literature of the cattle country came into 
exitsence. Large corporations were formed, 
in many of which prominent state and na- 
tional officials held stock. Within 10 years 
after the close of the Civil War the industry 
of herding had spread over the entire plains 
region and extended from the edge of the 
agricultural settlements on the east to the 
Rocky Mountains and even beyond. 

In the very center of this great “cow coun- 
try” lav the Indian Territory, later to be- 
come the State of Oklahoma, a region larger 
than all New England, yet with a population 
of hardly more than a hundred thousand 
souls. Obviously it was a “strategic re- 
gion,” since it lay between the breeding 
grounds of Texas and both the markets and 
feeding grounds of (Continued on page 14

SUMMARY OF LIVE STOCK CONDITIONS. 
LANCASTER COUNTY AND THE EASTERN FEEDING DISTRICT. 


Approximately 4,500 more cattle are on 
feed this year in Lancaster County and 
20,000 head more in the Eastern District. 
Many farmers who did not feed cattle dur- 
ing the past two seasons, this year have 
placed their usual number in the feed lots 
and in addition quite a number of new buy- 
ers have purchased cattle on this market. 

Quality was also a noticeable factor in this 
seasons buying, with a strong leaning to- 
wards Canadian feeders of the better grades. 
Many feeders contend that animals from the 
extreme North thrive better and take on 
flesh more readily than Natives due to 
change in climate and feeding conditions. 
Another factor is that the Canadian ship- 
pers have awakened to the fact that there is 
a market here for real cattle, at prices more 
advantageous than that paid for the com- 
mon doggy kind that were formerly dumped 
on this market. With feeder prices ranging 
from $1.00 to $1.75 per ewt. higher this sea- 
son than last and the fact that the duty is 
governed by weight and not quality, the re- 
sults have been more than satisfactory. 

During the years 1923 and 1924 there was 
a tendency toward feeding animals of plain 
quality and lighter in weight, which was pro- 
bably due to lack of cash and shortage of 
crops on the part of the feeder. During these 
two years, estimated gross weight of cattle 
on feed was fully 40 per cent less than 1922, 
but this year conditions have changed and 
with bumper crops of roughage and grain, 
the gross weight will show an increase of 
from 30 per cent to 40 per cent over that of 
1923-1924, or approximately the same as 
1922. 


There has been a noticeable change in 
points of origin of cars shipped to this point 
during the past year, as the following table 
will show:

Increase:—The increase in shipments 


from the West and Northwest is explained 
by the increase in Stocker and Feeder cat- 
tle sold this year. This report shows that 
while the carlot shipments for the year are 
6 cars less than 1924, the number of head 
shows an increase of approximately 6,000. 
The average car of slaughter cattle holds 
from 18 to 20 head and that of stock cattle 
30 to 40 head. 

Decrease:—The decrease in shipments 
from Southern States was probably caused 
by increased activity on the part of Eastern 
Packers in buying and shipping direct from 
the feeders to their establishments.

History Range Cattle Industry in Oklahoma 


[Continued from Page 7] 
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the North, and in consequence nearly all of 
the cattle trails leading north crossed it. It 
was also interesting in itself. The eastern 
half was occupied by the Five Civilized 
Tribes of Indians who owned their lands in 
common and governed themselves almost as 
though they were five independent republics. 
These people, through contact with the 
whites in their old homes east of the Mis- 
sissippi, had passed from the hunting to the 
pastoral stage of society, but at this point 
had been driven westward to Oklahoma. 
Here they had continued the herding indus- 
try begun in the old home, but their herds 
were destroyed by the Civil War and their 
country so devastated that after that strug- 
gle they never reached the point in cattle 
raising that they had previously attained. 
The western half of the Indian Territory, 
with an area as great as that of Ohio, had 
less than 20,000 half savage blanket Indians 
living upon large reservations of which they 
made little use, while certain extensive areas 
such as Greer County, Old Oklahoma, and 
the Cherokee Outlet had no Indian inhabit- 
ants at all. 

White settlement was forbidden in this 
territory and, as an agricultural population 
slowly crept westward engulfing it, Okla- 
homa remained an attractive but little in- 
habited island of wilderness in the midst of 
swirling currents of civilization. It was as 
though a dike had been erected about the In- 
dian country by governmental decree, a dike 
impervious to the waves of settlement that 
beat against it. Threugh this dike, how- 
ever, the range-cattle industry at last be- 
gan to flow. An industry, more fluid in its 
nature than agriculture, at last began to 
trickle through a barrier that had proved 
impenetrable to white settlement in the or- 
dinary sense of the term. 

This was not true at first. As long as 
there was abundant range elsewhere, the 
cattlemen who occasionally drove herds up 
the trails leading across Oklahoma did not 
view the permanent occupation of that re- 
gion with much favor. True, the range and 
climate were excellent. Lying between the 
breeding grounds of Texas and the feeding 
grounds of the northern plains, Oklahoma 
had most of the advantages of both and few 
of the disadvantages of either. The climate 
was mild enough to enable cattle to live 
through the winter upon the open range 
without serious loss, and yet cool and brac- 
ing enough so that the animals grew larger 
and became fatter than they did in the ex- 
treme Southwest. The water supply was 
fairly abundant and the pasturage of the 
best. Yet there were disadvantages, too. 
The ever hungry Indians would be certain to 
prove a constant source of anxiety and of 
loss, while the Department of the Interior 
refused to give leases of Indian land for 
grazing purposes and showed an earnest de- 
termination to keep the ranchmen out. Ev- 
en if it were possible to occupy ranges there 
by stealth, or with the connivance of Indian 


agents and their employees, the yanchma 
would be in a region entirely without a 
protection of the law, and so would have lit. 
tle redress when their herds were preyed - 
on by the barbaric tribes that occupied these 
reservations, or by white thieves and a 
laws. In consequence it was some time i 
fore there was any real attempt at perma- 
nent occupation of pasture lands in Okl 

— bad the ranchmen. r 
_As this great stream of Texas " 
tinued to flow north and spread Steels po 
the plains, attractive ranges became increas. 
ingly scarce. Cattle companies were payin 
large dividends, as much as 25 to 35 per fom 
a year In some cases, and such profits nat- 
urally caused the rapid extension of the in- 
dustry. Beef contractors were permitted to 
bring herds into Oklahoma and hold them 
near the agencies for issue to the Indians: 
ranchmen living along the border in adjoin. 
ing states permitted their cattle to drift 
across the line; others, driving herds on the 
trails across Oklahoma, began in some cases 
to linger for several weeks or months dur- 
ing the drive, and at last some of these men 
began to contemplate a permanent occupa- 
tion of these rich pasture lands. 

The first attempts met with little success, 
The Departments of the Interior refused to 
approve leases or grazing permits, insisting 
that under the existing law it had no right 
to do so and called upon the War Depart- 
ment to expel all intruders. The latter made 
a half-hearted attempt to do this, but soon 
desisted, claiming it was impossible, and 
urged the Department of the Interior to per- 
mit grazing upon the western reservations 
in consideration of a reasonable payment 
for that privilege. The Department of the 
Interior refused, and the result was an un- 
seemly altercation between the two depart- 
ments. 

In the meantime more and more cattle 
were brought upon the Indian reservations. 
Some of the Indian agents, finding them- 
selves confronted with a shortage of food 
for their charges, owing to inadequate ap- 
propriations, sought to make up the defic- 
iency by granting to the ranchmen permis- 
sion to pasture cattle upon Indian lands in 
exchange for beef. 

In the spring of 1883, the agent for the 
Chevenne-Arapaho, John D. Miles, called the 
Indians together in council and secured the 
consent of the greater part of them to lease 
nearly all their reservation to seven cattle 
men for a period of 10 years at a yearly 
rental of two cents an acre. The total 
amount of land leased was over 3,000,000 
acres. for which the Indians were to receive 
$€2.000 a year. 

These leases were sent to Washington for 
approval by the Department of the Interior, 
accompanied by a letter from Agent Miles 
describing in glowing terms the benefits 
that were certain to accrue to the Indians. 
This brought the matter of grazing cattle 
upon Indian lands to a direct issue, since 
the interests involved were of such magi 
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sive feeding grounds and ability to 
With be PB ges oh high class feeding animals en- 
take the use of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
as supplying of market topping steers at the 
2s t packing centers.

tude as to demand attention. The result 
was that the Secretary of the Interior wrote 
to Mr. Edward Fenlon, one of the lessees, 
a letter known as the “Fenlon letter,” lay- 
ing down the policy which the department 
had determined to pursue. In this letter the 
Secretary said in part: 

“While the department will not recognize 
the agreement or lease you mention, nor 
any other of like character, to the extent of 
approving the same, nor to the extent of 
assuming to settle controversies that may 
arise between the different parties holding 
such agreements, yet the department will 
endeavor to see that parties having no 
agreement are not allowed to interfere with 
those who have. Whenever there shall be 
just cause for dissatisfaction on the part of 
the Indians, or when it shall appear that im- 
proper persons, under the cover of such 
lease or agreement, are allowed in the Ter- 
1itory by parties holding such agreement, 
or for any reason the department shall con- 
sider it desirable for the public interest to do 
so, it will exercise its right of supervision 
to the extent of removing all occupants from 
the Territory without reference to such lease 
or agreement, on such notice as shall be 
right and proper under the circumstances 
under which the parties have entered the 
Territory and have complied with the terms 
of the agreement and instructions of the de- 
partment. All parties accepting such agree- 
ments should accept the same subject to all 
conditions herein, and subject to any future 
action of Congress and this department as 
herein stated in relation to occupants of 
such Territory. Instructions will be issued 
to the agents in accordance with this let- 
ter.” 

Such a policy was little short of absurd. 
It invited ranchmen to enter the Indian Ter- 
ritory and intrigue with savage tribesmen. 
It placed a premium upon bribery and cor- 
ruption and made of every agency employee 
a person to be flattered, cajoled, and, if 
possible, bribed by men with large interests 
at stake. Also, it could not be enforced. 
Men who had no agreements approved by 
the agent, but who were friendly with cer- 
tain small bands of Indians, refused to re- 
move, and their Indian friends, who were 
receiving more money from these ranchmen 
than their share of the lease money would 
amount to, refused to ratify the agreement 
made by their chiefs, and cut the fences and 
killed the cattle of the “approved lessees.” 
The latter appealed to the agent for protec- 
tion, demanding that men without leases be 
excluded; but the War Department, when 
called upon for troops, refused to furnish 
them on the ground that leases had not been 
approved by the Department of the Interior. 

Conditions on the Cheyenne-Arapaho res- 
ervation steadily grew worse: Agent Miles 
resigned and the new agent was unequal to 
the task imposed upon him. The Indians got 
beyond control, partly as a result of inter- 
ference with them by rival groups of cattle- 
men, and a general outbreak was threatened. 
The result was that General Sheridan was 
sent to this reservation with all available 
troops in the West to quiet the trouble, and 
the President at last ordered all cattle to be 
removed from the reservation within 40 
days. The number of cattle on the reserva- 
tion was estimated at 210,000 head, but was 
possibly much larger. By December, 1885, 
all had been removed, but range was scarce 
elsewhere and the winter a severe one. As 
a result, the losses of cattle by starvation 

and freezing were frightful throughout the 
Southwest in this winter of 1885-6, and these 
losses were no doubt in part due to the plac- 
ing of these Oklahoma cattle upon the al- 
ready overstocked ranges of the bordering 
states.

Aberdeen-Angus Gain Victory In Hawaii

F. C. Giltner, of Eminence, Kentucky, 
who judged the Hawaiian Territorial Fair at 
Honolulu reports that the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle made by far the best show of any 
breed of beef cattle on the Islands and was 
very complimentary in his remarks regard- 
ing the show of cattle and the good sports- 
manship of the exhibitors. All of the ex- 
hibits were from the ranches on the Islands 
and many of them were presented in pasture 
condition. Mr. Giltner says that he was 
rather surprised to see the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders make such a big show because the 
Hereford breed has been the most popular 
on the Islands and is owned in much larger 
numbers than any other beef breed. Exhib- 
itors no doubt made a host of friends for 
this ever popular breed of cattle by their 
outstanding exhibit at this fair which is as 
large as some of our best state fairs and is 


representative of all the islands in the 
group. 

Unlike our shows on the mainland the 
Hawaiian Fair is a ribbon and trophy show. 
There is no prize money offered. When 
the judge makes his ratings the ribbons ate 
distributed as is the case here. On the final 
day of the show all of the first prize win- 
ners in all classes are brought out in front 
of the grand stand and in their turn are 
called forward. The attendant leads the ani- 
mal up to the judges stand. Here the Gov- 
ernor of the Islands presents him with 4 
trophy which signifies that he has a worthy 
specimen of that breed of live stock. Fair 
visitors are greatly interested in. this part 
of the show and it arouses more interest in 
the stock than does our method of awarding 
prizes. : ,

the Ljungdahls. 

Well, it seems I have side stepped my text. 
I was going to enumerate my impressions 
of the show and I have been writing of the 
impressions of men. My first impression 
would be hard to describe. Chance led me 
first to that section of the arena where the 
Doddies were being shown and the class was 
that of senior yearling heifers. This was a 
large class and it seemed to me the greatest 
assemblage of super cattle human eyes had 
ever seen. Here it was that I had the im- 
pression driven home that a judge was 
“more to be pitied than censured.” How 
could a man tell which was best when each 
one was perfect. The only visible difference 
was in the halter or in the attendant. As 
1 went further and saw more I found this 
was not the only difficult class to place. 
Here the impression became apparent that 
I was beholding the finest specimens of the 
finest breed fitted and shown by men ultra- 
expert in their profession. 

In the afternoon we attended the Aber- 
deen-Angus sale and met some more men of 
national reputation, some of them auction- 
eers of whom we had heard and read for 
years. There were rare individuals in the 
sale but we thought the prices satisfactory. 
The lesson was to keep the best and keep 
them well. We envied the men who bought 
some of these but we had neither the means 
nor the inclination to buy, for we feared the 
Impressions that these cattle might get of a

In the evening I attended the banquet and 
business meeting in the Gold Room of the 


Congress Hotel. The impressions here were 
of friendship, cooperative effort and unity 
of purpose. Here were met the delegates 
and representatives of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of the United States and Canada. 
I felt much honored as I sat in the midst of 
more than 170 of America’s foremost pro- 
ducers of prime beef seed stock.

It was a splendid feed 
that we received and we all knew that we 
were not eating “cat meat” when we got 
our beef. We listened to some very instruct- 
ive and imptessive talks. I was harboring 
a feeling that I had come a long way to this 
meeting and show but when that grand old 
Seot, J. D. McGregor, from Brandon, Mani- 
toba arose to talk he displayed a pair of 
shoulders as broad as those of Hercules and 
an intellect in keeping with his chosen voca- 
tion and arms long enough to put a great 
big intelligent son at the head of one of 
California’s best herds and one with a select 
herd in New York state, who were both in 
attendance with their cattle. I decided that 
7 coming some 750 miles was no stunt at 
all.

Nearly all of the animals in this tabula- 
tion have been of show yard calibre and 
many others were shown successfully. An 
analysis of the breeders of these animals is 
just about as interesting. The men whose 
names appear represent much of the really 
constiuctive effort of this country and it is 
no wonder then that this bull Playman of 
Sunbeam should prove to have been an In- 
ternational Grand Champion. He has bat- 
tled against some of the strongest competi- 
tion in Aberdeen-Angus history. His ex- 
treme depth, wonderful fleshing qualities 
and excepticnal smoothness together with an 
abundance of action and style have been ad- 
mired by an appreciative ringside through 
his show yard career. 

The Journal is delighted to have a few 
words from the man who is laigely respon- 
sible for bringing out this great bull and 
carrying him along to his final and highest 
honors. Mr. Geo. Porteous who stepped up 
the International arena about as proudly as 
did Playman of Sunbeam who was at the 
other end of the halter strap has this to say: 

“Playman of Sunbeam 338509, Grand 
Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull, at the re- 
cent International was calved on the Fuller- 
ton Farms, at Miami, Oklahoma, November 
30, 1920, and he won his supreme show yard 
honors the day after his fifth birthday. He 
was bred by Geo. Pinney while Mr. Pinney 
was herd superintendent for L. R. Kershaw, 
of Muskogee, Oklahoma, and was sold in 
dam in the Kershaw sale in 1920 to Judge 
Fullerton who bought a number of cattle 
there as a foundation herd and so became 
a full fledged breeder of the Blacks. 

“Two years later Judge Fullerton had a 
herd fitted and timidly sent them out to the 
Missouri State Fair at Sedalia. Here Play- 
man made his first tanbark show, won his 
first blue ribbon and was also made Junior 
Champion Aberdeen-Angus bull, and by do- 
ing so was largely responsible for creating 
another enthusiastic showman of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, for the story goes that Judge 
Fullerton expressed himself as fully expect- 
ing to have to send extia money to get his 
cattle back home. Enthused however by the 
success of the herd at Sedalia, it was entered 
at Lincoln and on around the southern fairs 
of the mid-west circuit. Playman won his 
class at each of the eight fairs and was 
twice more Junior Champion. Here we 
might add that instead of finishing finan- 
cially in the 1ed, the herd arrived home from 
Dallas some $350.00 to the good, after all 
expenses were paid. This was most satis- 
factory to Judge Fullerton as they had com- 
beted against such outstanding herds as 
Roy Frank and P. J. (Pat) Leahy of Iowa 
and J. C. Simpson, Muskogee, Oklahoma, 
and other smaller herds, 

“Playman has been campaigned about 
e'ght months each year since he started to 
show. He has won in all 42 champion rib- 
bons, and he has at one time or another de-
